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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

• Group I, claim(s) 31-34, drawn to a method for changing a printing forme. 

• Group II, claim(s) 35-59, drawn to a printing press. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I is drawn to a 
method for changing a printing forme including aligning the printing forme in the chute 
and providing a central control device assigned to the printing press to change the 
printing forme during a production run of the press by remote control. Group II is 
drawn to a printing press including first and second pairs of cylinders, first and second 
supporting chutes movable between work and rest positions, and means for moving the 
chutes to their various positions. These two groups lack a corresponding special 
technical feature since the side alignment structure and central control device of Group I 
is not required in Group II and the plurality of cylinder pairs and chutes of Group II is 
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not required by Group I. Thus, these inventions do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13. 1. See MPEP 1893.03(d) and 1850(H) in 
particular. 



3. Due to applicant's representative historically not electing over the telephone, a 
telephone call was not made to Doug Hanscom to request an oral election to the above 
restriction requirement.
